Traffic Considerably Delayed in Some Sec- 
tlons—Rain in the South—Reports 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 13. —(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The blizzard is at an 
end and traffic is being rapidly re- 
sumed, though ‘trains from the East 
are considerably late. 

Fifty workmen were imprisoned in 
a, temporary waterworks crib, four 
miles out in the lake, through the 
blizzard all day yesterday and- last 
night. They were rescued by a tug 
this morning. The crib came near 
being carried away by the waves. The 
water put the fires out and the men 
suffered severely from cold. 

At Lujenwalde, in Brandenburg, a 
factory chimney was blown down, kill- 
ing ten persons and injuring many 
others. A factory chimney was also 
blown down at Pinteln, in Cassel, and 
caused the death of two persons and 
the injury of several. Much damage 


was done by the storm in Hesse and | 


Waldeck. 

The storm at Cuxhaven was the most 
violent experienced in years. Danish 
schooner Ellida was driven ashore and 
a boy drowned, The remainder of the 
crew were rescued. English bark Lake 
Simcoe is also ashore, but the crew 
was saved. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


Southern New Engtand Now Bears the Brunt 
of the Storm. 

BOSTON, Feb. 13.—(By the Associated 
Press.) The blizzard is still raging. It 
reached its height at 3 o'clock this 
morning, but has slightly abated since. 
It is the severest one in years. Snow is 
seven inches deep. Street-car lines 
are blocked and telegraph and tele- 
phone wires are down. Many schools 
are closed. General traffic is impos- 
sible. Trains south and east 
blocked. or More or less badly delayed. 
Many schooners out are anxiously 
looked for. | 

The *storm is severest in Southern 
New England and all New England 
towns and cities report great embar- 
rassment from the storm. Haverhill is 
buried under two feet of snow and 
drifts ten feet deep. At Lynn the 
street-car companies have given up the 
fight. Lowell, Salem and Gloucester 
report severe storms, 


WISCONSIN. 


The Men in the Crib are Safe, Also the 
Steamer Roanoke. 
MILWAUKBE (Wis.,) Feb. 13.—(By 
the Associated Press.) The steamer Roa- 
noke, from Milwaukee, for Grand Ha- 
ven, Mich., which “was out in yester- 
day's storm, and for whose safety grave 
fears were entertained, arrived safely 
today, with thirty persons on board. 
There were anxious watchers all night 
of the light on the crib at the lake 
end of the new waterworks tunnel, on 
which were twenty men at the mercy 
of wind and wave, should the structure 
give way. When daylight came it 
showed that the crib was still intact, 


| and the watchers heaved a sigh of re- 


lief. 

A boat with three men came ashore 
this morning, and the men report that 
they suffered no inconvenience. 


OKLAHOMA, 


The Worst Over—Contradictory Reports as 
to Loss of Life. 

GUTHRIE, (O.T.) Feb. 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The worst of the 
blizzard is over and business is being 
resumed. Besides two families re- 
ported frozen near Cross, an unknown 
man has been found dead near Ponca 
Agency, and south of Cleveland a 
family of three has perished. Two 
Tonkawa Indians were found dead in 
a hut and three Indian children per- 
ished near Amandarko. Many other 
fatalities are rumored and thousands of 
cattle perished. 

KANSAS CITY, (Mo.) Feb. 13.—The 
Guthrie, O. T., correspondent of the 
Associated Press denies the reports of 
death or suffering from cold. 


COLORADO. 


Trains Blown from the Track—Huge Drifts in 


Kansas. 


DENVER, Feb. 13.—(By the Associ- 


ated Press.) Railroad men report that 
in Kansas there are snowdrifts from 
fifteen to twenty feet high.

THE ST. GAUDENS MEDAL. 


The Senate Committee on Quadro-Centennial. 
Against It. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Senator Vilas, «hair- 
man of the Senate Committee on the 
Quadro-Centennial, has transmitted 
to Secretary Carlisle the resolution re- 
cently adopted by the committee on 
the question of accepting the St. 
Gaudens design for a medal of award. 
The resolution instructs the chairman 
to inform the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury that in the opinion of the commit- 
tee the design on the reverse of the 
medal ought to be changed. 

St. Gaudens, in a recent letter to 
Secretary Carlisle, says in effect that 
while he is strongly of the opinion that 
the design ought not to be changed, 
yet if it is the desire of the Senate 
Committee he will submit a new de- 
sign which shall meet their objections. 


UTAH INDIANS. 


Delegate Rawlins Introduces a Bill Making 
Settlement Therefor. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The problem of 
settling the Uintah and Uncompahgre 
Indians of Utah has engaged the atten- 
tion of the House Committee on In- 
dian Affairs for some time. Mr. Raw- 
lins of Utah has a bill before the com- 
mittee by which the Indians are to 
be given lands in severalty, eighty 
acres for each head of a family and 
forty acres each for the others. 

He proposes that the remainder of the 
land be thrown open to settlement, the 
settler to be allowed 160 acres at $1.25 
per acre. Mineral lands and lands con- 
taining timber of commercial value will 
be excluded from the plan and be gov- 
erned by existing laws. The UWin'ttahs 
hold 2,300,000 acres and the Uncompah- 
gres 1,700,000 acres. 


FOR A STAKE.

\COAST RECORD. 


The ‘Transmississippi 
Congress. 


First Day's Work Of the Great | 


Assemblage, 


Varied Interests Presented for 
Recognition. 


A Marderous Indian at Riverside—Midwinter 
Exposition Notes—An Installment on 
Kern County Bonds—Dr. 

West's Trial. 


By Teleqraph to The Times. . 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Transmissis- 
sippi Congress opened at a little after 
10 o'clock this morning. Golden Gate 
Hall, where the congress convened, 
was elaborately decorated with bunt- 
ing and shields bearing the coats of 
arms of the different States repre- 
sented. Large crowds filled the gal- 
leries. 

President McConnell called the con- 
vention to order and in a brief ad- 
dress stated the object of the gather- 
ing. He said it was not to be forgot- 
ten that the West was a part of the 
great Union and that the interests of 
the whole natioa were much to be con- 
sidered, as well as those of the West. 

At a caucus of delegates held last 
evening Judge Niles Searles was 
chosen to make an address of welcome 
on behalf of the State. As President 
McConnell closed he introduced Judge 
Searles. At the close of Searles’s ad- 
dress Mayor Ellert of San Francisco 
welcomed the delegates in behalf of 
the city. 

The following subjects fot discussion 
are under consideration by the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions: San Diego har- 
bor, free coinage of silver, insolvency, 
favoring a uniform bankruptcy bill, 
the Nicaragua Canal, favoring imme- 
diate completion of the canal, an ap- 
propriation for a suitable postoffice at 
San Francisco, the employment of 4 
representative officer at a fair salary 
to act at Washington in the interest of 
the congress. 

After the report of the Credentials 
Committee had been received it was 
agreed that delegations from each State 
should be allowed to name four mem- 
bers of each committee. In case the 
representati6én of any State did not 
permit of four delegates for each com- 
mittee it wat agreed that the commit- 
teemen named could cast four votes 
for the State. The roll returned by 
the Credentials Committee was then 
read and various committees an- 
nounced. 

A spirited debate followed a mo- 
tion by ex-Gov. Prince of New Mexico 
that all resolutions involving an ex- 
pression of opinion by the congress be 
read by the secretary on introduction 
and then be referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions without debate. M. 
M, Estee of California led the debate 
against the proposed rule, but the reso- 
lution finally prevailed by a big major- 
ity vote. 

An avalanche of resolutions followed, 
several favoring free silver coinage; 
others relating to mineral lands within 
the limits of railroad land grants; an- 
other favoring absolute government con- 
trol of the Nicaragua Canal, and. still 
another demanding the admission of 
New Mexico to statehood. A resolution 
by ex-Gov. Prince of New Mexico, fa- 
voring the annexation of Hawaii, and 
declaring that any attempt at restora- 
tion of the arbitrary government of the 
ex-Queen is repugnant to American 
principles, was loudly cheered. An- 
other resolution by Delegate Lloyd de- 
mands the foreclosure of government 
mortgages on the Central and Union 
Pacific railroads, and favoring govern- 
ment control of these properties. All 
resolutions were read and referred, 

At 11:30 o'clock the congress ad- 
journed to 2 p.m. During the recess 
caucuses were held by the’ Northern 
California, Colorado and Southern Cali- 
fornia delegations. 

There is not likely to be a contest 
over the election of the president, Gov. 
McConnell not seeking retention, but 
would probably be willing to serve an- 
other term if the honor were unani- 
mously tendered him by the congress, 
There is likely to be a Hvely compe- 
tition for the permanent secretary- 
ship. President McConneN’s suggestion 
this morning that the salary be made 
something like $4000 or $5000 a year, if 
acted upon favorably, is likely to raise 
a swarm of candidates, and the plum 
will not be allowed to fall to any one 
without a lively scramble, but the 
leaders in the congress are disposed 
to be exacting in their requirements as 
to the qualifications necessary for the 
place and exceptional and varied abil- 
ity is needed to discharge the duties of 
the position creditably. 

On assembling this afternoon’ the 
congress received and adopted the re- 
port of the Committee on Credentials. 
The committees on order of business, 
resolutions and other matters were ap- 
pointed and the congress awaited their 
reports. 

At the evening session it was agreed, 
on the motion of the chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions that no reso- 


} lutions committing the congress on any 


matter of policy would be received 
after noon tomorrow, except on the 
consent of a majority of the members. 
The congress listened to an address by 
Capt. W. T. Merry of San Francisco 
on the subject of the “Nicaragua Ca- 
nal.” His speech was based upon reso- 
lutions recently agreed to by the. Cal- 


lifornia delegation, and to be presented 


to the convention tomorrow morning. 
The resolution ‘is in the form of a me- 
morial te Congress, asking prompt con- 
struction of the canal ‘by the United 
States government, with provisions for 
subsequent management under United 
States control. 

The speaker, who is personally inter- 
terested as a stockholder in the canal 


company, declared that the plans of | 


the present administration for the con-_ 


struction of the canal by a private cor- 
poration, with adequate protection of 
United States interests, were certainly 
commendable. He declared that the bill 
now before« Congress, which provides 
that the gmevernmenit shall-own and con- 
trot’ sévén-tenths of the stock of the 
company, and have power to appoint 
ten of fifteen. directors of the corpora- 
tion, certainly affords this desired pro- 
tection. At the same time, he said, 
the plan appeared to be acceptable to 
the canal company. 

The speaker declared, too, that the 
concession of this present corporation 
should never be allowed to lapse. He 
was in possession of positive informa- 
tion, he said, that English capital stood 
ready to step in and secure control of 
the enterprise the moment an oppor- 
tunity offered. 

W. J. Manson of San Francisco spoke 
in favor of the construction and abso- 
lute control of the canal by the United 
States government. He agreed with 
Chief Justice Marshall, who once de- 
clared that he objected to the United 
States government going into partner- 
ship with any private corporation. 

Manson declared that .the present 
company 
1889 and now, when'it had become ap- 
parent that the company could do 
nothing the government was asked to 
back it up. 

Gov. McConnell of Idaho , followed. 
He desired to admonish the people as 
to the great danger of putting into 
the hands of any private corporation 
any grand highway of traffic, whether 
it be railnoad or canal. The people of 
California, he said, for thirty years 
had suffered as a result of such ac- 
tion. He said the United States gov- 
ernment should build, own and con- 
trol the canal. ‘ 

“We are told,” he said, “that we 
cannot fight the conditions which con- 
front us. The thunder we can’t! We 
can and will. Simply because Presi- 
dent Cleveland or Senator Morgan did 
not believe in it are the people to give 
up this geat enterprise? I say no, 
Cleveland and Morgan never believe in 
anything that is to our interest—if 
they have we have never heard of it.” 

Gov. McConnell declared that the 
people would build and own the water- 
way between the two great oceans if 
they have to fight for the privilege. 
His remarks were emphasized by the 
convention with three rousing cheers 
and a tiger. The convention then ad- 
journed till 10 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. 


A MURDEROUS ABORIGINE. 


A Riverside Residence is Ransacked and 
Wittiam Cadd Shot. 

RIVERSIDE, Feb. 3.—(Special.) 
When Mr. Randall and family returned 
from Riverside to their home on a 
ranch north of this citv about 5 o’clock 
this afternoon thev found an Indian 
or Mexican burglarizing the house. 
Observing Randall approachifig he 
picked up a gun and slightly wounded 
Randall in the head. ‘A hedge-trimmer, 
named Cadd, came to join in the chase 
and received a shot in the arm. 

Running from the house to a neigh- 
bor’s corral the Indian stole a black 
horse and rode off in the direction of 
Colton, Deputy Sheriff King and his 
bloodhounds ,were sent for and have 
joined the officers in the chase, 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

RIVERSIDE, Feb 13.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) An unknown fndian en- 
tered the residence of S. G. Randall 
of this city this afternoon, and when 
detected engaged in ransacking the 
place by Randall the robber drew a 
couple of pistols and fired at the latter.

All the victims, with the exception of 
two, leave families. One lost his wife 
only a month ago, and four little chil- 
dren survive them. The disaster con- 
sequently throws ten widows and thin 
ty-six children on the world’s charity. 

The Gaylord mine is owned by Daniel 
Edwards, one of the wealthiest opera- 
tors in the anthracite region. It is op- 
erated by the Kington Coal Company, 
of which Edwards is president. The 
best coal in thesemine was taken out 
years ago. Then it was abandomed be- 
cause it could not be operated with 
profit. About three weeks ago the com- 
pany decided to resume operations, and 
a party of expert miners was sent into 
the mine to make an examination. 
' They found matters in bad shape. -The 
last men at work in the mine had 
“robbed”’ the pillars supporting the roof 
until they were very thin, and a t 
many fails ‘had taken place. The pas- 
sages were blocked by debris and the 
The mining ex- 
perts gave the opinion, however, that 
the mine could be put in good condition 
again with a small outlay of capital, 
and the company decided to go on with 
the work at once. 

On Monday morning a large number 
of expert miners carrying safety lamps 
entered the mine amd began the work 
of clearing up the old gangways and 
propping the roof. They had not been 
at work long until a “squeeze” came 
which compelled the men to retrace 
their steps. Foreman Picton with 
twelve selected miners volunteered q 
go down the shaft and se > qT

as the cave extended far beyond the 
danger limit and the mouth to a 
greater distance than where the men 
expected to be safe if they retreated at 
the first indication of a heavy fall. 
This is shown by the vast area of the 
cave-in. 

No one is left to tell the story, but 
the supposition is that the men were 


busily at work  timbering when 
the rock roof came tumbling 
down upon their heads, erush- 
ing them out of all semblanc to 
humanity and putting a walk of debris 


between them and the mouth of the 
shaft of 400 feet thickness. 

There was at first some hope that if 
the men could be reached in reasonable 
time they could be saved. This was a 
false hope, however. The rescuing 
party had been in the mine only a 
short time when they were obliged to 
retreat on account of further caving. 
} A -seeond-reseuing party under Super- 
intendent James W. Davis went down 
the shaft this afternoon, but soon came 
back, thoroughly disheartened and at 2 
e'clock all hope of rescuing the men 
alive was given up. 

The news that they had abandoned 
hope soon spread and tlhe Wives and 
children of the men in the mine, who 
had assembled at the mouth of the 
shaft expecting any moment to see the 
loved ones brought up alive, set up a 
most pitiful ery. of distress. Two 
women fainted and had to be carried 
away by friends. 

There was only one way the men 
hay have escaped instant destruction, 
but only to meet death in a slower 
form, by imprisonment end staryation. 
Opening from the gangway are @ num- 
ber of cross-headings, leading to an 
old gangway. If the men had a few 
moments’ warning they are possibly 
ynow in these workings waiting for help. 
The distance to this old gangway from , 
the foot of the shaft is about nine hun- 
dred feet, through closed-up passages, 
which must be reopened aad retimbered 
before they can be retraversed. 

Gangs are working with feverish 
haste, and it is hoped to get through 
by midnight. If the men are not there, 
it is thought there was a possibility 
of their having had time to escape in 
another direction, into other workings,

Harvard College to Establish a New Station 
in Arizona.

He Brazenly Asserts’ He Does

The Court Accuses the Prisoner of Lying—A

PARIS, Feb. 13.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Leon Breton, the An- 
archist waiter who threw the bomb in 
the cafe of Hotel Términus last night, 
appeared in the Police Court this morn- 
ing. He carried himself with the ut- 
most effrontery and when asked if he 
ever appeared in the Police Court be- 
fore, replied: “It’s not my custom to 
frequent such places.” 

In answer to further questions he said 
that he fired at the police because they 
chased him with drawn swords. One 
of the police interrupted by saying the 
police were trying to save him from 
being torn to pieces by the mob when 
he fired., ‘“‘That proves,’ retorted Bre- 
ton, “that the people are a wretched 
lot. In any case, whether I die now 
or two menths later does not matter 
a straw to me.’ The prisoner then as- 
sumed a coarse, chaffing tone and 
in the notoriety 


Breton™ wounded twenty or more 
with the bomb and hit five with 
volver shots. Among the injured are 


Beck, architect of the Chamber of 
Deputies, wounded in the arms and 
legs; Van Heer, eight wounds in the 


legs, and Michel, wounded by the shell. 


Crowds surrounded the cafe, the interior 


of which looks as if swept by a cy- 
clone. 

Girard, a director of the Paris labora- 
tory, Says the missile was made out of 
a small, round canned-meat box, evi- 
dently made in England. The bomb 
contained 200 grammes of chlorate of 
potassium and picric acid arranged in 
a manner similar to that of the bomb 
thrown by Vaillant. 

During the examination of the pris- 
oner, M. Meyer suspected the accuracy 
of the prisoner’s statements and said: 
“I believe you are lying.” Breton 
glanced angriiy at the Judge when the 
latter made this remark and gave a 
second and a third name, but the Judge 
still insisted that he did not believe 
him and ordered the police to inquire 
into the prisoner’s antecedents. Breton 
then became very violent, and when 
Meyer asked him his motive for com- 
mitting the crime Breton replied: “I 
did it simply to give warning to the 
bourgeoise government which is_ so 
callous to the poor. You have captured 
me, but others will come who will suc- 
ceed betier than 

After being subject to an examina- 
tion for two hours, Breton was returned 
to the Mazas prison.

PARLIAMENT.

LONDON, Feb. 13.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.)

Harcourt, reply- 
ing to a question by Goschen, said there 
was no intention of reopening the India 
mints or of returning to the minimum 
rate for council bills.

Finally the House adopted Cobb's 
amendment by a vote of 215 to 213 and 
adjourned until Thursday, when amend- 
ments to the Parish Councils Bi will 
be taken up. 

The unexpected smallness of the Glad- 
stone majority is explained by the fact 
that twenty Irish Nationalists were 
absent and unpaired, and that several! 
Liberals voted against the government 
as a protest against any concession be- 
ing granted to peers. 

THE LORDS WILL “CALL.”

MANGLED BY LIONS. 


Keeper Carlo Thieman’s | 


Awful Fate. 


Three Huge Beasts Attack Him 
in the Cage. 


His Scalp Torn from His Head, With 
Other Injuries. 


The Blectric Lights Went Out—Those Pres- 
ent Panic-stricken—Col. Boone’s 
Valiant Conduct—Forty- 
three Wounds. 


By Telegranh to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 13.—(Spe- 
cial.) Some skeptically-inclined peo- 
ple have frequently ventured the opin- 
ion that Col, Boone's lions, which per- 
form daily at the Midwinter Fair, are 
so thoroughly ‘circus’ that they could 
not hurt anyone, even should they so 
desire; but those who attended this 
evening’s performance Rave reason to 
think otherwise, for one of the keepers 
was frightfully mangled by the fero- 
cious beasts. and may die. 

Carlo Thieman, a professional lion- 
keeper, who has been with Col. Boone 
for about five years, ‘“‘dresses’’ the 
beasts for each performance, cleans 
the cages and helps about the arena 
generally. Last evening just before 
the final performance was to begin 
Thieman entered the cage as usual and 
was engaged in cleaning it, when sud- 
denly the incandescent lights went out 
and left him in total darkness. In- 
stantly “Parnell,” one of the largest 
lions, gave vent to a terrible roar and 
dashed on the unfortunate keeper. 

Thieman tried to reach the door, but 
he had scarcely taken three steps be- 
fore the monster was upon him, and 
with a blow of its huge paw, felled the 
keeper to the floor. Thieman screamed 
for help piteously, when the lion seized 
hin and began to mangle him. To add 
to the poor fellow’s horror, two more 
lions, “Commodore” and ‘‘Romeo,” 
pounced upon him, too, and joined their 
mate in the cruel and bloody work. 
By this time everything was in confu- 
sion and excitement about the place. 
Col. Boone, the tamer, was the only 


person in the place. Secur- 


ng a lantern and a crowbar, he rushed 
for the door of the cage. Considerable 
difficulty was experienced in getting the 
door open, as it is a cumbersome affair, 
and, to make matters worse, Thieman 
had locked it after him. It was fimally 
broken open, however, and Boone 
rushed in. 

Poor Thieman’s cries had ceased. Ry 
the light of his lantern Boone saw his 
keeper bleeding and unconscious in 
the claws and teeth of three how thor- 
oughly wild brutes. Upon seeing 
Boone the lions dragged tueir victim 
to the further end of the cage, and, 
while they ceased mangling him, they 
glowered and groweled at the master 
menacingly. ;But Boone never wa- 
vered. Placing his lantern on the floor 
he attacked.the brutes viciously with 
his crowbar and beat them off Thie- 
man’s body. The colonel then dragged 
the poor ‘fellow out of the cage and 
ready hands conveyed him to the pa- 
trol wagon, in which he was driven 
rapidly to the receiving hospital. 

Police Surgeon Somers and Assistant 
Simpson attended to Thieman. It was

found that the keeper's scalp wgs lit- 
ernily torn off from his skull in strips. 
Both arms and legs were also lacerated 
by the teeth and claws ofthe lions, 


and their imprints were found on vari- 


ous other parts ‘of the body. There 
were also indications of a possible con- 
cussion of the brain, sustained from a 
fall when Parnell sprang upon the 
keeper. 

Thieman was unconscious while his 
scalp was being stitched, and except an 
ocecasional groan 
or no signs of life. The doctors have 
hopes but cannot say whether he will 
survive or not. 

ANCTHER ACCOUNT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 12.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Carlo Thieman, an 
attendant in Col Daniel Reone’s Wild 
Ar.imal Show at the Midwinter Fair, 
was attacked by three lions tcnight and 
so horribly mangled that he may die. 
The evening perfurmance had beer. in 
prcegress in Koone’s arena for about 
half an hour and the circular inclos- 
ure was filled with people. The wild 
animals are exhibited in a large cage 
in the center of the arena and it was 
time for the lions to go on. Three huge 
beasts, Parnell, Romeo and Commodore, 
were led into the cage by Tkieman, pre- 
paratory to Boone's entrance. 

Suddenly the electric lights went out. 
There was an interval of silence when 
suddenly a shriek of agony came'from 
the cage. It was followed by a roar 
from the enraged lions, the crunch of 
their terrible jaws and groans from 
the man in the cage. The large crowd 
of spectators became panic-stricken and 
started for the doors. Women shrieked 
and fainted, but the crowd was finally 
induced to remain and was seated by 
attendants who had retained their pres- 
ence of mind. 

Finally the lanterns were brought 
and there in the cage lay Thieman with 
three lions clawing and munching his 
prostrate form. Col. Boone seized an 
iron bar and entered the cage, and 
with shouts and blows he drove the 
beasts from their prey and dragged the 
unfortunate man from the cage. It 
was an exhibitlon of bravery seldom 
seen, and the big crowd cheered the 
gallant colonel. Thieman was taken 
to the Receiving Hospital where his 
wounds, forty-three in number, were 
examined. 

By one blow from a lion’s paw he 
had ‘been scalped fronmy the forehead 
to the nape of his neck. Under each 
arm were terrible bites where the 
lions had attempted to reach a vital 
spot. One of them had nearly suc- 
ceeded, for he just missed a large 
artery. Thieman’s arms, legs, thighs 
and buttecks were also bitten and 
scratched. 

At the hospital he recovered con- 
sciousness and .managed to tell his 
story. He said he was attending to 
some of the cage fixtures when the 
lights went out. The big lion, Parnell, 
jumped for him, and knocked him 
down with a blow on the head. The 
other two lions, Romeo and Commo- 
dore, seized him under the armpits and 
dragged him across the cage, while 
Parnell made a general onslaught on 

body. The lions are all full- 
grown beasts\and have been exhibited 
as trained animals for some time. Thie- 
man has been an 
eighteen years and was considered one 
of the best in the business. 

Col. Boong, in speaking of the affair, 
said it has always been the custom to 
have’ lanterns and lamps about the 
arena in case the electric lights should 
go out, as it is well known that wild 
animals, no matter how well trained, 
will attack a man in the dark. By 
gome oversight the lanterns were not 
in their usual places tonight and it 
was some time bofore they could be 
found. To add to the horror of the 
situation, the cage door became stuck 
and there was some delay in opening 
it when Boone entered ‘the cage to 
rescue Thieman.

ST. LOUIS TRAGEDY. 
A Prominent German Doctor Shoots His 


Wife and Son. 
ST. LOUIS, Feb. 13.—(By the Associt- 
ated Press.) 


Dr. Arthur Duestrow 
walked into the police station shortly 
after 5 o'clock this evening and sur- 
rendered himself, stating that he had 
accidentally shot his wife. Duestrow 
was locked up and it was learned later 
that the doctor had shot both his wife 
and five-year-old boy. The child was 
killed but his wife is still alive. 

Dr. Duestrow is a son of the late 
Louis Dvuvestrow, the Granite Mountain 
milllionaire. The recovery of his wife 
is impossible. For some time past 
the couple have not lived § happily. 
From the wound on Duestrow’s head 
it is thought that he attempted to kill 
as after shooting his wife and 
child. 

At about 4 o’clock he drove up to his 
residence, accompanied by a man. Soon 
after shots were heard and Duestrow 
appeared at the door with his face 
covered with blood. He then drove to 
the police station. It is thought that 
he is suffering from a protracted spree 
or else is feigning insanity. The couple 
had been married for four yea’s and 
moved in the most exclusive circles of 
German society. 

There is said to be a woman in the 
case. Her name is Clara Howard, 
alias Allen, keeper of an assignation 
house. Dr. Duestrow was wealthy, 
having over $1,000,000 The wound 
Duestrow has on his head is slight 
and powder-burned. He says he in- 
flicted it himself after he had shot 
his wife, the intention being to kill 
himself.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The mixed commission 
Which. has been considering the claim 
of the South American Steamship Com- 
pany against the United States govern- 
ment in the famous Itata case, has ren- 
dered its decision. “\ The commission 
overruled the demurrer interposed by 
Judge Shields, counsel for the United 
States, to the claim of the South Arner- 
ican Steamship Company for £47,000 
damages, growing out of the seizure of 
the Itata at San Diego in the summer 
of 1891. 

The demurrer was based on the claim 
that the seizure was made with proba- 
ble cause, and that the Itata, being in 
the employ té@mporarily of the Junta 
government, the Iquique government 
self was responsible for any damage 
that might have been done the com- 
pany.

WEAK POINTS OF OUR PUBLIC SCHOOL 
SYSTEM. 


The discussion which is being car- 
ried on in the columns of The Times 
by correspondents in regard to the 
manner in which the High School is 
being conducted naturally leads up to 
a consideration of the broader ques- 
tion as to the methods of tuition whicn 
prevail in the schools of this country. 
We are apt to take it for granted that 

ff there is any single feature in the 
United States which is perfect, oF 
nearly perfect, and could not be im- 
proved upon, it is the system of free 


education in our public schools. «orK 
average patriotic American would 
scornfully resent the suggestion that 


there is any room for improvement in 
the American system of tuition, owe 
swould laugh at the idea that we could 

possibly get any valuable points on | 
this subject from any other country. 
Yet there are not a few intelligent, un- 
prejudiced and patriotic Americans 
who believe that the methods of teach- 
ing the young idea to shoot which pre- 
vail in this country are not altogether 
so far above criticism as is generally 
supposed—-in fact that jt would be 
quite possible to make a few very de- 
cided changes for the better. It is a 
fact that there are quite a large num- 
ber of people in our cities who send | 
their children to private schools, and | 
this not merely because they want ad 
be more exclusive or fashionable than 

their neichbors, for we know of in- 
stances where people have actually de- 
nied themselves comforts in order to 
pay for the expense of tuition at such 
private institutions, the reason given 
being that the children did not make 
safisfactory or reasonable progress 
with their studies at the public schools. 
While the free ‘public-school system is 
esseytially admirable and correct; 
while it is a system which patriotic 
Amensiicans justly regard as the corner- 
stone of this great republic; while they 


careful

ing generation in this country. 


jealously resent any attempt to belit- 
tle its influence or interfere with its | 
harmonious workings, it must be e@da- 
mitted that there are certain draw- 
backs which are inseparable from this 
system and nothing can be gained by 
ignoring them. On the contrary, how- 
ever assured we may be that the sys- 
tem itself is a good one, we should 
seek to find out its weak points ane 
to remove them as far as possible. 

Among the drawbacks of ottr public 
school system is the bunching together 
ef children of all grades of mental de- 
welopment and disposition in such a 
manner that it is impossible for the 
teacher to study and adapt her or his 
methods to the mental and moral pe- 
euliarities of each. In fact, owing to 
the manner in which our schools are 
conducted—the large amount of work 
imposed upon each teacher during 
school hours—it would be impossible to 
do this even if the teacher had the in- 
clination. There are teachers who take 
a particular pride in their profession, 
and will do even more than is re- 
quired of them to insure the progress 
ef their pupils, but it ean scarcely be 
expected that the average teacher 
should go far beyond the rules and 
regulations which are laid down for 
his or her guidance. A good teacher 
is born. not made, and it is evident 
thet a large number of the teachers 
in our public cshools were not des- 
tined by nature for that avocation. 
They drifted into it, or having some 
friend with a “pull” in that direction, 
studied sufficiently to pass the neces- 
sary examination. Others, again, are 
physically incapacitated from properly: 
attending to duties which are found 
very exacting, even by those who are 
strong. 

It is not, however, to these partic- 
ular features of the public school sys- 
tem that we desire to refer in the 
present article, but to another fault 
which is gradually creeping in with 
the “modern improvements” which 
bave so entirely transformed the little 
log schoolhouse of our childhood days. 
We refer to the fact that so many new 
branches of study have been introduced 
of late that much of the pupils’ time 
is frittered away, so that by the time 
they graduate from the High School 
they know a little about a great many 
things and not much about anything. 
Singing, and drawing, and physiculture, 
and astronomy, and geology, and bot- 
any and foreign languages are all very 


well in their way, but they should not 
be allowed to interfere with the ac- 


quirement of a thorough knowledge 
of the rudiments of the English lan- 
guage and simple mathematics. The 
‘three R’'s’’—Readin’,’’Ritin and ’Rith- 
metic—should at all times be kept 
within gunshot, if not within full view. 
It is not the purpose of the public 
schools of the United States to make 
singers, or artists, or astronomers, 
dancing-masters or doctors, but to fur- 
nish each child with a’ basis of solid 
knowledge upon which he or she may 
subsequently build a fabric in accord- 
ance with the intelligence and perse- 
verance with which he or she may have 
been endowed by Providence. ‘These 
studies in themselves are all very well, 
and we have nothing against them, 
but what we desire to emphasize is that 
they should not be permitted to inter- 
fere with the progress of the pupil in 
the regular branches. 

“When I was young,” says Jules 
Simon, “we prepared students for life; 
now we prepare them for examina- 
tions.” There is a great deal of truth 
in thie pithy French aphorism. The 
great object of the public school should 


be to give the pupils a fair chance in' 


the great struggle for existence, which 
all.except «a few of the more favored 
will be calied upon to wage. More than 
this we cannot expect to do—more than 
this it is not just to ask the taxpayers 
to do. The main knowledge of a boy 


or girl is acquired after they leave 
school, At school we give them the 
key and show them the door of a 


closet in which are stored fruits which 
man has plucked from the tree of 
knowledge. If they have any inclination 


they will open the door, eat of the 
fruit and profit by it. If they have 
not, no amount of “school larnin’ ” 
will do them any good. The duty of 


the State ends when it teaches the chil- 
dren of its citizens to read, write and 
figure, to speak and write grammatical 
English, and the rudiments of geog- 
raphy and history, particularly the gio- 
rious history of their own native land, 
to silently remind them of that pa- 
triotism which every true American 
imbibes with his mother’s miik, and 
of which every foreign-born citizen 
should at least have a comprehension 


before he is admitted to the privileges 


of those who were born in this coun- 
try. 

If it were the case that pupils who 
have progressed as far as the High 
School were thoroughly educated on 
the subjects referred to it would be 
excusable to devote a certain portion 
of the school hours to these other out- 
side branches. This, however, is, as 
we all know, far from being the case. 
How common it is to hear a young man 
or woman, who has graduated from a 
high school, and who is familiar with 


Several languages and al! the ‘ologies, 


using such ungramm- 1tical English as 
Should be considered shanieful on the 
part of a ten-year-old native child, 
who had enjoyed the educational priv- 


ileges which are afforded by the private 
schools of this country and Europe? 


These remarks are commended to the 

of those who are

lieve they. express, in a measure, the

WHAT A CONTRAST. 


A. few days ago we had a little touch 
of what we call a storm here in South- 


ern California. A few piles were broken 


from a wharf on the coast and a vessel 
was driven ashore. Here, in the city, 
not a single building was unroofed or 
otherwise damaged. What a difference 
is this to the tremendous storm which 
swept over the entire continent on 
Monday! This appears to have been 
one of the severest and most wide- 
spread storms that have been recorded 
in this country. From Nebraska to 
New Jersey and from Canada to the 
Gulf of Mexico come reports of bliz- 
zards, hurricanes and cyclones; of snow 
drifting as high as the roofs of houses; 
of interrupted railroad communication, 
of inundated streets and*’of people 
frozen to death. It will take months to 
disclose the full story of the terrible 
work which has been done by this 
storm. When the snow melts away 
from the plains it is expected that 
hundreds of bodies of settlers will be 
found. What can be imagined more 
terrible than the story which eomes 
from Oklahoma of a settler who cut 
the throats of himself and his five 
children to keep them from freezing 
to death, his wife having already died 
in that manner? 

We who have resided for years in 
this section are accustomed to read 
such accounts as that of the recent 
storm while we sit under the grateful 
shade of a tree, but such a wonderful 
contrast cannot fail to have a great 
effect on people who are recently from 
sections in which these storms occurred. 
So much has been spoken and written 
about the “glorious climate of Call- 
fornia’’ that the subject has become 
something of a “‘chestnut”’ to residents 
of this section. It is difficult, however, 
to refrain from occasionally bringing 
up the subject, especially on such an 
occasion as this, when not only the 
greater part of the continent of Amer- 
ica but also a large portion of Europe 
has been devastated by the elements, 
while we in California have been en- 
joying as fine weather as "God ever 
made. As long as we are thus blessed 
we can afford to stand a few jokes 
from our Eastern critics in regard to 


~the manner in which we boast about 


our climate. 


THE MUNICIPAL TAX ON THE MERCHANTS. 


At the meeting ,of the Council on 
Monday in regard t6 the communication 
from the Merchants’ Association, ask- 
ing the Council to define its positidn in 
the marie of the removal of the so- 
called mérchants’ license, the Finance 
Committee reported recommending that 
the merchonts be requested to continue 
to pay the tax until the next annual 
levy. Asa basis for this request it was 
stated that there have been unusual 
demands upon the City Treasury for 
the employment of a large number of 
destitute men. 

This is not a logical reason why one 
class of the community should be asked 
to pay a certain tax. They might be 
asked for voluntary contributions on 
that ground, but to tax them is another 
question. It is not just to single out 
the merchants to bear the burden. Tax- 
ation must be equal. The question is— 
or shonld be—is. this particular tax 
just? The merchants pay-in a general 
way, like all other taxpayers, for the 
weges of the dollar-a-day men, and 
to make them pay over taxation would 
be double and unjust taxation, unless, 


of course, it can be shown that the. 


extra tax is justifiable on other grounds. 

Further than this, it is claimed by the 
merehants that there was a distinct 
understanding between a majority of 
the Council and the Merchants’ <As- 
sociation that if the merchants would 
continue the payment of the tax for a 
certain time, to-wit: up to the first 
of March, which was done, the tax 
would be remitted, 
this promise is what-the merchants are 
now demanding. “The Council ought to 
keep faith. 


A HUMOROUS FEMALE ANANIAS. 


Cynthia Holmes Belcher is the lat- 
est critic to jump over the frames of 
Los Angeles people and generally pick 
the city all to pieces. This lady writes 
to her “home paper’ in Illinois that 
she has been about a year in ios An- 
geles, that the longer she stays the less 
she likes it and that she may soon con- 
clude to return to lilinois. Such a con- 
clusion would certainly be very sen- 
sible on her part, if only one-half of 
the complaints which the lady makes 
were well-founded. Just listen to her! 
In other words (Hear! Hear!) The peo. 
ple of Los Angeles are, after the al- 
mighty dollar “regardless of upright- 
ness;"" we make our living out of sick 
Kasterners, and they are cheated be- 
cause the climate is much over-rated; 
we dare not leave a window open at 
night for it is “sure death to breathe 
the miasmatic, foggy in Decem- 
ber the temperature varies from 30 
deg. at night to 102 deg. at noon; 
nearly .everybody has catarrh and at 
an assembly it is one chorus of cough- 
ing; for one ditty room we charge from 
$12 to $25 per week; sick people are 
hustled out to the undertaking parlors 
which are in every other block. Of 
course Mrs. Belcher finds that prop- 
erty is much too high here. This kind 
of people always find that out, espe- 
cjally those who never had any inten- 
tion of buying or anything to buy with. 
She says the editor of a Los Angeles 
paper told her that ‘‘one-fourth of the 
people here could not read English, 
and one-half did not read anything.’ 
(Name! name!) She says this may be 
accounted for by the large mixture of 
Spanish blood in our population. Myre. 
Belcher is, however, kind enough to 
admit that she noticed many people 
patronizing the public library. 

Any comment upon such a letter as 
this is, of course, superflous. Letters 
of this description are much less com- 
mon in the Eastern papers than they 
were a few years ago, and when a 
Southern California editor comes across 
one it is something in the nature of 
a relaxation for him to read it. In 
fact such letters as these are very 
funny to those who know the true cir- 
circumstances of the case. 


The Governor of Arkansas makes and 
proves a serious accusation against the 
Indian Territory, that under its present 
government it is the recruiting and or- 
ganizing place for bands of train-rob- 
bers, whose depredations are often re- 
ported in the Southwest. Maps of the 
localities adjacent to the Indian Terri- 
tory have beer captured, showing the 
route by which the robbers traveled, 
both in going to the lines of railroad 
and returning. On these maps were 
time-tables showing when valuable 
trains were due at points favorable 
for waylaying. It will be the duty of 
Congress to take action on this com- 
plaint. To make Indian Territory a 
rendezvous for criminals is *demoral- 
izing alike to the Indians and to all the 
whites in the Territory, and the cri.n- 
inal classes should be cleaned out for 
the protection of the mass of citizens.

last year it was but 7,124,502 tons. This 
22 per cent. and more reduction in 
product was 2,032,498 tons, and resulted 
direct§y from the business depression 
in the last half of the year. The pro- 
duction in the first half of the year 
was almost as large as it was the first 
half of 1892, one of the star years in 
the production of iron. 


Tt is a notable fact that, outside of 
the World’s Fair congresses, some of 
the most important conventions called 
in this country for a year past have 
been held on this Coast, for example, 
the Irrigation Congress, which assem- 
bled in this city, the convention of fire 
chiefs and the present Transmississippi 
Congress, now being held in San Fran- 
cisco. 


The sub-committee of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, which has the Wilson 
bill under discussion, has apparently 
changed its sentiment against the plac- 
ing of sugar on the free list, and 
against the income-tax feature, It now 
seems as though they will stand as 
adopted by the House.

The 
action was brought really by Best, 
Newton’s former partner, to recover 
what he thought should have been paid 
for the use of the horses and vehicles 
and which had never been turned in. 
Best stated on the stand that he had 


and had lost it all. He said that he 
was powerless to help himself at the 
time and explained the lack of enthies 
in his books as to the particular times 
Mrs. Spencer came to the stable for 
horses by saying that he could do noth- 
ing by reason of Newton being his 
partner.

HEAVY SPNTPNCES.

Capture of Brooks at Sa 
Francisco. 


The Second of the Hamer Robbers 
In Custody. 


The Man Who Fired the Shot That 
Wounded Lennon. | 


A Clever Piece of Work by the Los Angeles 
and San Francisco Police—The 
Story of the 
Crime. 


Chief of Police Glass was yesterday 
notified by Chief Crowley of San Fran- 
cisco of the arrest in that city Monday 
night by Officer Anthony of Tom 
Brooks, the shorter man of ‘the two 
bold burglars who, after robbing Ha- 
mer’s grocery store at Main and Fif- 
teenth streets, shot at and wounded 
Officer Lennon, on the night of Sep- 
tember 21 last. Detective Goodman 
left on the afternoon train yesterday 
for San Francisco and will bring the 
prisoner back to this city. 

S. P. Richards, the big boiler-maker 
who was suspected of being concerned 
in the affair, was recently convicted 
Dy a jury of assaulting Lennon with a 
deadly weapon and is now serving a 
term in the penitentiary. His compan- 
jon, the man who fired the shot which 
disabled the plucky policeman, escaped, 
however, and successfully eluded ar- 
rest. Detective Goodman traced him 
to San Francisco and went up after 
him soon after Richards was arrested, 
but found to his disgust that Brooks 
had been forewarned of his coming and 
had disappeared again. Before he re- 
turned home again Goodman inter- 
ested the police of the metropolis in the 
matter, and the result was that when 
Brooks returned to his old haunts he 
Was arrested. 

The capture of Brooks, while it was 
. effected by the San Francisco police, 
reflects the highest credit on the local 
department, for the reason that the 
whole matter was worked up at this 
end of the line and full information 
forwarded to the San Francisco author- 
ities, on which the capture was made. 

The crime for which Richards is now 
perVing a term in State’s Prison, and 
for which Brooks will be tried, was one 
of the most aggravated cases of rob- 
bery in the criminal history of the 
county. On the night of September 
21. 1893, between 9 and 10 o’clock, while 
John M. Hamer, who runs a grocery 
store at the corner of Main and Fif- 
teenth streets, was sitting in his office 
chatting with a couple of friends, the 
Party was startled by the appearance 
at the door of two masked men, one 
tall and the other short, who, at the 

oint of four revolvers, commanded 

amer and his friends to throw up 
their hands, which they promptly did. 
One of the men then reached over and 
took possession of the till, containing 
me $50 or $60. In the meantime Mrs. 
amer, who had gone to another part 
of the store, returned to the office and 
realizing what was going on, rushed 
put the rear, screaming at the top of 
her voice. Across the street was a 
party of boys and as Officer Lennor 
ptrolled up toward the corner they told 
him that the store was being robbed. 
non crossed the street but before 
he reached the curb the two men came 
out the front door and at once opened 
fire on the policeman. Lennon drew his 
revolver and advancing returned the 
fire, the fusillade continuing until the 
officer was disabled by a serious wound 
in the the robbers made 
of, going down fteenth street about 
150 feet, where they had a horse and 
Phaeton hitched in the shade of a pep- 
per tree. Into the vehicle they bundled 
and dashed off down the street. Lennon 
Was removed to the Receiving Hospital 
for treatment and the search for the bot 
robbers was commenced. The horse 
and phaeton, which had been stolen for 
the occasion, was found the following 
day. but no trace of the robbers could 
be found. Finally, however, Richards 
and Brooks were located and the men 
Were actually questioned by the police 
detectives in their rooms, but there was 
no evidence against them and they 
were not arrested. In the course of a 
few days Brooks left the city, but 
Richards remained and was caught in 
the act of attempted robbery. He was 
‘taken in.charge and the officers se- 
cured evidence showing that he was 
one of the Hamer robbers. It was also 
learned beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that Brooks was the other man and 
the one who fired the shot which 
wounded Lennon. He was finally lo- 
cated in San Francisco and Detective 
Goodman went after him, but failed 
to secure his arrest, he having been 
warned in time to make his escape. 
The San Francisco detectives were 
given all the information necessary, and 
man returned home. Nothing 
more was heard until the dispatch an- 
mnouncing his capture received. 
There is no doubt of Brooks’s guilt, 
and he will doubtless soon join Rich- 
ards in the penitentiary. Brooks is a 
restaurant waiter by trade and is 
equally as bad a man as Richards.

He suggested 
that the policemen on duty in his ward 
be asked to investigate and report the 
most worthy cases.

Chicago Salvation Army Proposes an Action

used as evidence, the Bible which you 
blasphemed and the manuscript of the 
lectures with which you upheld the 
defendant; and this you are not to 
omit under penalty of the law of con- 
science.”’

It can be safely predicted that the Or- 
ange-growers’ Union of this valley is a 
success, and if other sections will hold on 
as well as this, the growers will need no 
longer fear that they cannot stick to- 
gether. is not believed by anvune here 
that there will be any further rupturé, 
and most growers are sanguine in the 
hope that good prices wiil be received 
for their fruit, although it was uwvt ex- 
pected that any great things would be 
accomplished the first season. Growers 
here deny that any fruit has heen ship- 
ped on commission, and assert that one 
or two large firms in other cities are do- 
ing all they can to injure and break up 
the union. Competent judges state that 
this season's crop wi!! average the grow- 
ers $1 per box, and even better prices in 
many cases. The fruit is going out rea- 
sonably weil, and the demand for orange 
land, though not up to some former 
years, is nevertheless much better than 
was expected, and the demarid is con- 
Stantly increasing. The land brings fully 
as good prices, though the séilers in 
most cases have to put wp with less 
“cash down” and wait fer longer time 
on the balance.

SAN BERNARDINO. 
Proceedings of the Union Tem- 
perance Conference. 


Another Intemperate Speech on: the Liquor 
Traffic by J. M. Glass—Politics 
Beginning to Bubble 
in Redlands. 


At the Union Temperance conference 
Monday afternoon the paper by Mrs. 
Mary B. Godcell was followed by one by 
Rev. C. A. Westenberg on ‘“Prostitution’’ 
in the series on “Short-cuts to the De- 
struction of Immorality in Our Midst.” 
Mr. Westenberg has been giving much 
attention to the question of eocjal purity 
in this city, and has been able to glean 
many facts respecting prostitution, which 
he uses with telling effect in his ad- 
dresses. 

The church was crowded in the evening 
to hear the lecture of J. M. Glass of 
Pasadena. The evening's programme 
opened with devotional exercises led by 
Rev. O. W. Lucas, anda twenty-minutes 
song service, conducted by Hugh E. 
Smith of Los Angeles. Mr. Glass is, as 
all know, an uncomprcmising Prohibi- 
tionist, and never neglects an opportu- 
rity to cet in some strong partisan polit- 
ical shots. Although the meeting was a 
temperance gathering, Mr. Glass made 
in his address about as strong a political 
harrangue as it is possible to make. In 
fact, he took such ultra ground that most 
Prohibitionists could not indorse all he 
said. He denounced the _licuor interests, 
which, according to his statement, would 
include about everything of value in the 
country, as he held that the salcon had 
complete control of everything, including 
wealth, politics, press and pulpit. The 
liquor traffic and money have controlled 
thines since ‘62, and for twenty years 
Washington has been the seat of corrup- 
tior:. He makes his taiks interesting 
through his stories and wit, used in illus- 
tration. He advanced the same s:x rem- 
edies he has given in other addresses, 
and did not forget the statement he is 
makine in his speeches, to the effect that 
the last Legislature gave the Riverside 
people a new county in consideration of 
a sum of $10.00. 

Judge A. D. Boren, one of the leading 
Prohibitionists of San Bernardino, of- 
fered resolutions condemning the liquor 
traffic, prostitution and the present meth- 
ods used in treating these evils, and they 
were adopted by the meeting. 

REDLANDS. 

Politics are being stirred up in this 
city in view of the approaching spring 
election. Four of the five members com- 
posing the Board of City Trustees are to 
be elected this year. It is thought that 
none of the incumbents will be candi- 
dates for re-election. This makes it pos- 
sibie to elect a board that will pursue an 
entirely different course from that fol- 
owed heretofore. Upon one proposition 
the lines will be closely drawn--that be- 
tween ‘high liquor license and prohibition. 
The present board consists of three higch- 
license and two prohibition members. The 
advocates of high license and prohibition 
are pretty evenly divided in the city, the 
present indications pointing to a small 
mafority in favor of prohibition. 

Another question which will play somes 
part in the selection of the new board 
will,be that of continuing the policy of4 
extensive outlays in the matter of per- 
manent public improvements. There will 
be a considerable element in favor of re- 
trenchment in the matter of expendi- 
tuures, though the greater number are 
strong supporters of. the policy pursued 
by the present board. The pot is begin- 
ning to simmer. 

REVILANDS BREVITIES. 

Redlands is to have a new $120 hose-cart 
and 500 feet of new fire-hose. 

The capacity of the City Jail is to be 
increased, and provisions made for con- 
fining prisoners in separate apartments.
